To prevent the escape of 
vapour from the damaged 
vessel a controlled fire was 
burnt until it was safe to 
completely extinguish the 
flame. 

Two employees, both of 
whom were protected by 
safety goggles, helmets and 
acid resistant suits, were 
lightly splashed by acid on 
Saturday, but were cleared 
by their doctor and have 
not suffered any ill effects.

May I, through the columns of your 
paper, answer some of the questions 
which must be in the minds of Altona 
residents with regard to the proposed 


centre for juvenile delinquents. 
The main objections expressed to me 


recently are— 


1. The area could be better used for housing and 


park land. 
but not in Altona. 


more remote place. 


. The youth centre may be necessary somewhere, 
. The Government should seek a location in a

8. Is such a centre necessary anywhere? 


1. HOUSING, PARK AND 

YOUTH CENTRE 

Since there has been no 
declaration of government in- 
tention we do not know how 
much area weuld be required 
for a residential centre for 
juvenile delinquents. 

My personal belief is that 
the government would exclude 
the beach and other areas 
from its proposal since the 
possible number to be ac- 
comodated would be, in my 
opinion, in the vicinity of 120 
requiring part only of the re- 
serve area. 

Furthermore, itis most un- 
jikely that the government 
would wish to accept the cost 
of maintaining such a large 
area especially in view of the 
present budget difficulties. 

It is therefore quite possible 
that much of the area will be 
available for the purpose of 
housing and parks, 

2. WHY ALTONA? 

Why should we wish the 
centre on te others when Al- 
tena is not sharing any re- 
sponsibility with regard to 
juvenile delinquency problems 
so far as I am aware? 

The communities (mainly 
residential) which already 
have government or private 


centres of varying degrees 
are— 
Abbotsford, Albert Park, 


Bayswater, Canterbury, Kew, 
Mornington, Oakleigh, Park- 
ville, South Yarra and West 
Brunswick. 

3. REMOTE AREA 

The Gevernment has at 
present a new centre under 
construction at Malmsbury. 

This establishment is 70 
miles nozth of Melbourne and 
will accommodate 128 youths. 
It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that a remote location 
today is not necessarily so in 
a few years time since s rural 
area today may easily become 
a residential area in five to 
40 years time. The Bayswater 
centre is an example of this 
occurance over a veriod of 
years. 

Turana is being expanded 
to accommodate 300 boys be- 
tween 14 and 21 years of age 
and a receiving centre is be- 
ing established at Mildura, 

4. STIGMA 

Any stigma will be largely 
in the minds of those local 
residents who view the pro- 
besal with disfavour. 

The stigma of Australian 
Carbon Black and the S.E.C. 
Coal Dump is not referred to 
by people outside Altona any 
more than the grit nuisance 
is spoken of by people out- 
side Newport. 

5. LAND VALUES 

It is very doubtful that resi- 
dential land values would fall 
but this would be a geod thing 
with respect to vacant land 
which is far too costly. 

Already young couples are 
forced to buy land in the Shire 
of Werribee because the cost 
is approximately one third 
of that asked in Altona. 

6. FEAR OF UNDESIRABLE 

INFLUENCE 

Some Altona young people 
would come into personal con- 
tact with the residents of the 
centre, mainly I think as a re- 
sult of sport, entertainment 
and possibly religious services. 

This is part of the therapy 
now applied to assist juvenile 





delinquents so that their re- 
habilitation into normal citi- 


zenship will be made easier 
when they must return to 
their homes. 

So far as the fear of bodily 
harm is concerned it should 
be stated that the offences by 
juvenile delinquents are made 
up of— 

80% against property;. 

13% false pretences, traffic, 
etc.; and 

7% against persons, 

These offences were com- 
mitted by young people at 
large in the community be- 
fore they were apprehended 
and charged and not by young 
people under supervision in a 
youth centre. 

The possibility, therefore, of 
you or your children being in- 
jured is very unlikely indeed. 
Of course fear is a negative 
emotion which leads to quick 
exaggeration and causes 
people to cry havoc. 

I wonder if your own teen- 
age boy or girl was a resident 
of a youth centre would you 
censider him or her an unde- 
sirable? Would you also like 
to visit him within a reason- 
able distance instead of having 
to travel 70 miles or more re- 
membering that your frequent 
visits mean a lot more to your 
child than he or she is pre- 
pred to admit? 

7. WHOSE RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY 

To affirm that we ought not 
to accept responsibility for 
the children of ethers is the 
height of selfishness and a 
complete denial of the Chris- 
tian principals for which we 
are supposed to stand. 

If this had been the attitude 
of our Creator then the Christ 
He caused to be sent to redeem 
us would never have arrived. 
‘Neither would the various re- 
ligious and charitable associa- 
tions be doing so much for 
others. 

This attitude is a rehash 
of the ancient question put to 
God by Cain after he had 
killed his brother Able: “Am 
I my brother’s keeper?” 

The question was well ans- 
wered recently by Mr. A. R. 
Whatmore when he declared: 
“I am my brother’s keeper!” 

Are we to say that the 
peoples of Malmsbury, Bays- 
water and the other places 
metioned ought to be respon- 
sible but Altona residents 
must not be responsible? I 
wonder what the Christ who 
died thinks of this attitude. 
8. WHY A YOUTH CENTRE 

AT ALL? 

Because: 1, The Government 
through the Welfare Depart- 
ment is anxious to expand and 
improve the facilities available 
for the effective rehabilitation 
of delinquent youth; and 

2, The State population of 
young people between the 
ages of 17 and 20 years will 
increase in six years from ap- 
proximately 90,000 to 113,000. 
The additional 23,000 will cer- 
tainly include numbers of 
juvenile delinquents for whom 
the present facilities are totally 
inadequate. 

SERVICE TO OTHERS 

A centre in Altona would 
give the voluntary service 
bodies an opporunity to assist 
in the field of corrective 
treatment such as is under- 
taken by Coburg Rotary Club 
and Northcote Jaycees in their 
areas. 

The youth centres render 
service to the community in 
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various ways. 

During the. year ended 
June 30, 1963( hundreds of 
pints of blood donated to the 
Red Cross Blood Transfusion 
Service, toys were made for 
retarded children and child- 
ren’s hospitals, work teams in 
the Geelong area assisted Gee- 
long Apex Club, helped the 
aborigines hostel and elderly 
citizens hostel and the babies 
home, 

Education includes classes 
in woodwork, motor mech- 
anics, sheet metal, drama, de- 
bate and apprenticeship 
courses as Well as a variety 
of correspondence subjects. 

A Classification Committee 
exists for the review of the 
progress of the youth. During 
the last year (1963) tals com- 
mittee met on 30 occasions 
and considered the cases of 
207 trainees who were trans- 
ferred to a more suitable 
centre. Each decision is re- 
viewed after six weeks in or- 
der to make sure the trainee 
is happily accommodated. 

COUNCIL ATTITUDE 

Is our council really sin- 
cere in its objection to a 
youth centre when it recently 
refused permission to a body 
of Christian yeung people to 
use a council park for the pur: 
pose of advising and inviting 
other young people to follow 
teachings which are stil] the 
most effective deterrent 
against juvenile delinquency? 

Is the expenditure of public 
funds on a poll to determine 
the attitude of the Shire resi- 
dents justified? I believe that 
the public interest would be 
better served if this money 
were used to commence a fund 
in order to engage a fully 
qualified social worker in the 
Shire so that the problem of 
juvenile delinquency could be 
challenged where it is first 
encountered, in the home and 
family.

I have always been ir 
pressed by the Roman Cath f 
lic school inscription on buil- 
dings and books of the letters 
AM.D.G. which I understand 
mean “All to the Honour and 
Glory of God.” 

If the objections against the 
proposal for the establishment 
of a centre for delinquent: 
youth in Altona can be truth. 
fully stated ta be “To the 
Honour and Glory of God” 
then I will be numbered 
among the objectors. If the 
objections do not measure up 
to this reasonable require- 
ment then I must in all con- 
science take a much more in- 
tense and closer look at the 
proposition placed before me 
by these who would persuade 
me to vote “No.”
